Ihe governor of Ihrco commissioners, who 
shall examine into the alfnira of tbe tribo, 
plat the tribal or common lands, aud lilo a 
report of their doings with tho clerk of Ibo 
supreme court of Washington county, and 
all parties Interested will bo given an op- 
portunity to bo heard.

title to the land, the money to bo paid to 
the general treasurer, and after the expenses 
of tho commission is paid tli> remainder to 
1» set apart, to bo known as "Tho Indian 
fund," ivhicb, with its income, shall ba up. 
preprinted for the relief and benefit of mem- 
bers of tho said tribe, as the General Assem- 
bly may direct. 
Thenceforward tho tribal 


authority of said Narreginsctt Indians shall 
ceaso,and tho persona who may be members 
of tho tribe sball ctase to bo members there- 
of, and chill br. entitled to nil I ho rights and 
privileg&i, and ba subject to all tho duties 
and liabilities to which they would have 
b«en entitled or subject had theynover been 
members of sjtid tribe.

He 
can decide for himself what ia proper and 
whatnot proper to do, and call upon the 
common law lo enforce his private judg- 
ment. He tallies the sumptuary law ac- 
cording to his own whim, but the common 
law has no discretion as between him uto:

cruelly, but none against hia follies of 
judgment. 'Ha may locfc her up for going 
to bei grandfather's to a Christmas dinner, 
and keep her looted up until doomsday nn- 
Itss she promises and gives bini aalisfficlory 
assurance thiit she will not do RO again.

rend the common law aright, an English- 
man's wifo is a prisoner for life out upon 
parole during good behavior, or ^vhat her 
husband chooses to deem good behavior— 
a perpetual ticket of leave woman— a bound 
apprentice without any law defining the 
duties and limiting the authority of her 
master— a subject creature, absolutely de-
